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CANADA-BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


The United States Consul at Vancouver, in a report dated 28th 

Opening for November last, states that the attention of a 

S ey gentleman visiting Puget Sound three years ago 
tne , was attracted by the large number of small fish 

Bh that were said to be sardines. He sent for 

an expert and had a few canned in the regular 
way. The result was the establishment at Port Townsend of a 
cannery, the output of which in 1901, its first year, was 60,000 
cases. It is estimated that the pack of this year will reach 
175,000 cases. It is claimed that these are superior in quality 
to sardines canned on the Atlantic coast, and equal to the foreign 
product. 

It is said that plans are being considered for the erection of a 
much larger plant on Puget Sound. The same fish exist in great 
abundance in waters in the immediate vicinity of Vancouver. 
The duty imposed upon cotton-seed oil has lately been removed 
by the Canadian Government, so that sardines may be packed 
at Vancouver as cheaply as on Puget Sound, and they would 
find a ready market in the Province of British Columbia, and 
as far east as Winnipeg. The Consul adds that it seems to him 
that there is an excellent opportunity for the establishment of 
such an enterprise in Vancouver or vicinity, The country 
tributary to Vancouver is rapidly filling up, and there will be 
an increasing demand for such products. 

There is a cannery in Vancouver which proposes to carry on its 
business all the year. After the salmon season is over it intends 
to can, dry, or salt other fish, and there has been a suggestion 
that it extend its operations to the canning of sardines, although | 
it is believed no action in that direction has yet been taken. 

In forwarding the above report the Consul remarks that it 
seems to him this is an opening well worth the attention of some 
person with moderate capital.

RUSSIA. 
According to the “ Moniteur Officiel du Commerce” (Paris) of 
sis 25th ult., the proposal recently made by 
t cnet MM. Knorre and Balinsky to construct a vast 
yreg rot _ system of electric tramways in Moscow has not 
a met with the approval of the Municipal Council 


of that city. Although the project has not been definitely rejected, 
it has no chance, it is said, of receiving further consideration. 

The French Consul-General at Moscow reports, however, that 
the ‘“Douma” or Municipal Council of that city, at a recent 
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meeting, adopted in principle a project submitted by the Moscow 
Urban Public Works Committee. This project calls for the 
application of electric traction to the existing tramway system of 
Moscow during the first three years, and in the two following 
years the construction of new lines which will bring up the total 
length of tramways to about 200 kiloms. (124 miles). After an 
examination of the different systems, the conclusion was arrived at 
that the trolley system was best adapted to the climatic conditions 
of the country. 

It is said that the execution of this project will cost about 
40,000,000 roubles (4,220,000/.).

PORTUGAL—ST. THOME AND PRINCIPE. 


H.M. Consul at Loanda, in a report on the island of St. Thomé, 
states that machinery for saw-mills, hydraulic 
Machinery. wheels, turbines, machine belting, hoes, 
matchets, ploughs, and in fact every kind of 
machinery and tools for agricultural purposes, are in increasing 
demand proportionate with the growth of the cocoa industry of 
the island, and no doubt British manufacturers would get a fair 
share of the orders were they to lay themselves out to study the 
requirements of the planters. The Consul suggests that makers 
of the class of goods above enumerated should combine and send 
out a first class man with a knowledge of Portuguese or Spanish, 
to remain on the island for at least a twelvemonth, in order to 
become acquainted with the planters and get a thorough insight 
into what is most required. The outlay would reap its reward. 
The same remarks also apply to Principe. 


Some of the houses in the town of St. Thomé are lighted by 
Electri electricity supplied by a private concern which 
ne ice factory, th gine bei 
‘no Plant, 2/80 Tuns an ice factory, the same engine being 
Generating Fi used to generate the electricity as is used to 
make the ice. There seems no reason why the plentiful water 
power at hand could not be used in the place of steam. Some of 
the plantations have their own private installations of electric 
lighting, and the Consul has been informed that a complete system 
of electric traction, supplied by a German firm, is being put down 
on one of the more important estates. With the large amount of 
water power which is distributed all over the island, electricity 
should be generated at a small expense, and it might prove 
remunerative to an expert were he to pay a visit especially to 
advise the planters of its practicability. 


The island is also badly in want of some better means of transport 
than the primitive bullock waggons and black 

carriers at present in vogue. “Here, again, an 
. por’* engineer who has had experience in similar 


py ee countries might be able to give most valuable 
= * advice as to the best system to adopt, whether 


~“I 
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that of a light railway or aerial transport. Perhaps the latter 
system would be the most feasible considering the ruggedness of 
the country. Now is the time, whilst the price of cocoa keeps 
up in the European markets, for St. Thomé to introduce all the 
labour-saving appliances possible. 

The Consul adds that an hour’s conversation is worth more 
than mouths of correspondence, and many planters would no 
doubt be glad to embrace any system which could be proved. to 
them to be an economical factor in working their estates. 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,922.)

PERSIA. 


In his report on the trade of Sistan and Kain during the year 
‘ 1901-02, H.M. Consul at Sistan states that it 
ag is necessary to preface his report with the 
oe remark that Sistan can in no way be considered 


a large trading centre. It can at present support a small local 
import and export trade only. The inhabitants being mostly of 
the agricultural class, cheapness rather than quality is looked for, 
and ready money is very scarce. Birjand, the capital of the 
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Kainat, has a much larger import and export market, and a 
wealthier trading community. 

Sistan derives its importance commercially from the fact that 
it is the chief distributing centre for the larger and more opulent 
markets of the Kainat, Khorassan, and the Afghan frontier towns, 
and from the fact that it is the main Customs station for goods 
entering Eastern Persia. 

Further on in his report the Consul mentions that the small 
Indian trader does a lucrative business in Sistan itself. ‘There 
are already six Indian merchants there. A year ago there was 
but one. 

The Consul gives on pp. 30-1 some remarks on the different 
imports, especially cotton and woollen goods, enamel ware, tea, 
stationery, leather goods, metals, &c., for which reference should 
be made to the report itself. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,921.)

ECUADOR. 

A communication has been received at the Board of Trade, from 
the Consul for the Republic of Ecuador at 
Liverpool, notifying that the Guayaquil Muni- 
cipal Council has agreed to receive tenders, in 
public competition, for providing the city with 
better lighting than the imperfect gas lighting it has at present, 
on the following basis, viz. :— 

The street lighting to be gas, electricity, or both combined, each 
lignt to be in all cases not less than 3°50 metres above the ground, 
not less than 1 metre from the buildings, and not more than 
35 metres distant from each other, each ordinary light to have the 
international unit of 152 candle-power, but a lantern of 80 candle- 
power to be placed at every street corner. 

The electric wires or gas tubes to be laid underground, and in 
the case of gas tubes stops to be provided at short distances from 
one another, so as to stop the supply in case of fire. 

The Municipal Council will pay monthly for a minimum of 
1,400 ordinary lights and fifty 80 candle-power lights to burn 
11 hours daily.

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THE IMPERIAL INSTITUTE. 
Transfer to the Board of Trade. 


In accordance with the Imperial Institute (Transfer) Act, 1902> 
the management of the Imperial Institute is vested in the Board 
of Trade trom to-day (1st January, 1903). In carrying out these 
duties under the Act the Board of Trade will be assisted by an 
Advisory Committee representing various Government Departments 
and the Indian and Colonial Governments. ‘The Institute will be 
managed by the Board of 'l'rade through their Commercial, Labour 
and Statistical Department, of which Sir Alfred Batemen, K.C.M.G., 
is Comptroller-General. 

The Board of Trade have appointed Professor Wyndkam 
Dunstan, F.R.S. (now Director of the Scientific and Technical 
Department of the Institute), to be Director of the Imperiai 
Institute at South Kensington. Professor Dunstan will continue 
in charge of the scientific investigation of economic products, 
and will supervise any other branches of work carried on by the 
Board of Trade in the building at South Kensington, including the 
collections of products of the Empire so far as they will be under 
the control of the Board. 

The work carried on by the Commercial Intelligence Offices of 
the Imperial Institute will be conducted by the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, which, subject to the 
Comptroller-General, is under the direction of Mr. Thomas 
Worthington. The question of a City office for this Branch 
(which is now located at 50, Parliament Street, 8.W.) is receiving 
the attention of the Board; and pending its establishment verbal 
inquiries on commercial matters, after Ist January, may be 
addressed to the Branch through the temporary Inquiry Office 
established in 49, Eastcheap, E.C., the City Office of the Imperial 
Institute. 

The above arrangements do not affect the parts of the Collections 
and the Information Offices under the special charge of repre- 
sentatives of the India Office, and of certain Colonial Governments.

Schwabe to be British Com- 
mercial Agent at Vladivostock for an experimental period of two 
years.

The business of the Agents consists in watching and reporting on 
the commerce, industries, and products of special districts, and in 
answering inquiries on commercial subjects. 

In cases requiring a journey, the Agent will report to His 
Majesty’s Ambassador or Minister, who will decide whether an 
offer should be made to procure the information. If journeys are 
undertaken by the Commercial Agent, a subsistence fee of 11. 1s. 
per night will be charged, in addition to the actual expenses of 
locomotion, and payment in advance will be required. 


BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


St. Thomé and Principe—In a recent report to the Foreign Office 
(Annual Series, No. 2,922) on the trade and commerce of St. Thomé 
and . Principe, H.M. Consul at Loanda states that he is not aware 
of any person representing British manufacturers having visited 
the islands for some years past. On the other hand, the agent for 
an American firm pays frequent visits, making a point of calling 
on the different planters and advising them as to what class of 
machinery would be most suitable for their particular requirements. 
At the same time he is always ready to give advice as to how to 
put a machine in order if it is disarranged, and that gratuitous 
information brings him customers. A German firm, whose 
speciality is light railways, has a resident representative on the 
island, and has supplied large quantities of material of the 
“ Decauville ” type. 

The climate, it may be noted, is extremely unhealthy in both 
‘islands. 
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THE UGANDA RAILWAY. 


With reference to the article on pp. 201-4 of the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 25th July, 1901, respecting the construction of 
the Uganda Railway, a report (Africa, No. 5 of 1902) has been 
issued by the Foreign Office entitled “ Memoranda relating to the 
Uganda Railway, 1902,” from which the following particulars 
have been extracted :— 

With regard to the present state of the works, it may be of 
interest to note that the rails were iaid through to Lake Victoria 
on the 20th December, 1901 (see “ Board of Trade Journal” of 
26th December, 1901), but were for some distance on temporary 
deviations and on temporary bridges. At the date of the present 
report—November, 1902— with one unimportant exception, the 
rails were on the permanent formation up to mile 495, and also 
over a good many miles out of the remaining 89. 

The earthworks and bridging on the unfinished portion are 
making good progress, and should be completed before the end of 
the present financial year. It is possible, however, that in the 
future the bridging may need certain additions. The works that 
will then remain unfinished are mostly connected with ballasting 
on certain portions of the railway, and with water supply. On 
this head definite proposals cannot be put forward until sources of 
perennial supply have been discovered, and the minimum amount 
obtainable from them can be roughly ascertained. Meanwhile, 
water-tanks have to be hauled long distances by train. 

Until the present year the gross receipts from Government and 
public traffic were encouraging, and had risen to an amount 
representing about 4/. per mile per week, but the outbreak of 
plague in East Africa temporarily checked enterprise, and 
consequentiy the amount has fallen off. When, however, the 
steamers now being put together at the lake terminus are in 
working order and commence a regular service, it is anticipated 
that traffic will receive a considerable impetus. 

The following table shows the total receipts from public traffic 
(excluding carriage of Protectorate and railway stores) in the year 
1901, as compared with 1900 :—

The traffic earnings (including Protectorate stores, but excluding 
railway stores) amounted in 1901 to 80,797/., as compared with 
65,8961. in 1900. The gross working expenditure (including 
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maintenance and carriage of railway stores, &c.) amounted to 
378,8911., as compared with 350,3931. 

An appendix to the report contains a memorandum by the 
Managing Member of the Uganda Railway Committee, which 
gives the original estimate framed in December, 1899, for the 
completed railway, and compares it with the Committee’s revised 
estimate for placing the rails on the permanent alignment. The 
amount of the former is stated to be 4,950,000/. (8,476/. per mile), 
and the latter 5,550,000. (9,503/. per mile). The heads under 
which the largest increases occur are formation (earthworks, &c.), 
307,796l.; general charges (including administration), 200,5691. ; 
stations and buildings (including workshops), 198,907/.; and 
rolling-stock, 128,843/. Against these, however, must be set a 
decrease of 222,000/. for contingencies, 94,600/. for plant and 
72,7011. for ballast. The memorandum gives also the basis upon 
which the original estimate was made, together with the reasons 
for the figures in the revised estimate. 

At the conclusion of the memorandum it is stated that, in the 
peculiar circumstances of East Africa, an estimate made on 
quantities and rates per unit cannot be relied on when labourers 
have to be paid and fed whether the weather permits them to 
work or not, and where the work is spread over such a period as 
allows for fluctuations in the prices of imported stores. 

xperience has now shown that the weather conditions in that 
portion of East Africa through which the first 330 miles of the line 
passes are very different from those which prevail on the remaining 
252 miles, but more especially so on the last 130 miles, or from the 
place where the ascent of the Mau range begins. 

Even in the first portion referred to heavy rains during the first 
half of 1900 blocked, for nearly three months, all traffic across the 
Kapiti and Athi plains, where at the time the line was unballasted. 
This block kept large numbers of workpeople and supervising 
staff practically idle for want of materials, which had to be brought 
from the coast, including those for the workshops, stores, and 
quarters for mechanics, &c., at Nairobi. This wet and unseasonable 
weather retarded the works between miles 250 and 280, then in 
full progress, and washed out the line in several places, necessita- 
ting extra waterways, e.g., a 40-ft. span bridge had in one place to 
be substituted for an 18-in. pipe, and a bridge of three spans of 
20 ft. each had to be built where previously no appearance of a 
watercourse existed. 

In the same year a sudden rise in the price of coal from about 
13s. to 27s. per ton increased the cost of freights from an average 
of 11. 2s. 6d. toa maximum of 11. 17s. 6d. per ton. The rise in 
the price of coal also increased the cost of carriage of all materials 
on the line proportionately until arrangements were made for the 
introduction of Indian coal.

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The following further particulars relative to the import trade of 
Persia are extracted from a report by M. A. Terneu, Licentiate in 
Commercial Sciences, published in the “ Bulletin Commercial” 

(Brussels), and are in continuation of the article which appeared 
on pp. 65-9 of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” of 9th October :— 

(Note.—In the following the conversions have been taken at the 
rate of 57 krans to the pound sterling, that being approximately 
the rate of exchange ruling lately according to a recent oe 
from Persia.) 

Glass and Glassware.—he transport of this class of pris as 
also of earthenware and porcelain is very difficult and very costly 
owing to the large proportion of breakages which occur en route. 
The import trade therefore is a hazardous one. The Persians are, 
however, great lovers of glass ornaments, looking-glasses, &c., 
which they use for the decoration of their rooms. 

The market for glassware may be separated into two distinct 
zones, viz., the north, as far as Ispahan, which is supplied largely 
by Reston factories, and the south, which receives French, 
Austrian, German and Belgian goods. 

Window-glass.—Ordinary window-glass imported from Russia is 
usually sold wholesale in open or closed cases. The price of open 
cases varies from 100 to 110 krans (about 35s. to 38s. 6d.) ; closed 
cases from 85 to 90 krans (about 30s. to 31s. 7d.), the case being 
charged to.the purchaser. ‘the number of pieces contained in 
these cases varies from 50 to 100 in accordance with the size of . 
the case. 

The price per square metre of Russian ordinary white window- 
glass has materially increased during the last few years, and at 
the present time stands at from 9 to 9°50 krans (about 3s. 2d. to 
3s. 4d.).

Other kinds of glassware and glasses. —The imports of glastis 
and glassware other than window-glass amounted in value to 
3,456,787 krans (60,600/.) in 1901-02, as against 2,937,305 krans 
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(51,5000.) in 1900-01. The cheap and common kinds of glasses are 
imported from Russia, the finer qualities coming from France, 
Austria, Germany and, to a small extent, from Belgium. As 
regards German, French, and Austrian articles, importation is 
carried on for the most part by way of Tauris: those which are 
imported through the intermediary of London or Bombay agents, 
and are destined for southern markets, are imported through 
Bushire. 

It is said that the plate-glass works at Baccarat (France) have 
the monopoly of the sale of the beautiful glass decorations and 
candelabra which ornament the salons of wealthy Persians. 

The imports of glassware other than window-glass in 1901-02 
were divided among the various countries as follows :—Russia, 
2,102,517 krans (36,900/.); France, 1,018,619 krans (17,8000.) ; 
Austria, 92,400 krans (1,600/.); British Empire, 83,972 krans 
(1,500/.) ; and other countries, 159,279 krans (2,800/.). 

Iron, steel, and manufactures thereof.—The Persian market is also 
divided into two distinct zones for the sale of manufactured iron- 
wares owing to the heavy weight of such articles rendering impor- 
tation by way of the south impossible when the goods are intended 
for the markets of Teheran, Tauris, and Meshed. These markets 
are therefore supplied with Russian manufactures. 

The principal articles of this nature imported from Russia are 
sheet iron, tubes, and wrought iron in plates, bars, sheets, and wire. 
Russia also supplies sheet tin as well as old iron and scrap iron. 

Bushire and Bunder Abbas import similar articles, mostly of 
British origin, for the markets of Shiraz, Yezd, &c. ,

Hardware.—The hardware imported into Persia is principally 
obtained from Russia, which country supplies files, nails, padlocks,

locks, keys. knives, &c. The south of Persia is supplied chiefly 
by British, German, and Austrian manufacturers. 

Sheffield cutlery is greatly appreciated at Shiraz and Ispahan, 
and it also finds a good market in the north, especially at Teheran 
and Tauris, where it arrives by way of Constantinople and 
Trebizond. The total value of the imports of hardware and 
haberdashery combined amounted in 1901-02 to 5,890,967 krans 
(103,3001.), as compared with 6,268,383 krans (109,900/.) in 
1900-01. 

Candles.—The consumption of candles in Persia diminishes 
every year owing to the use of petroleum from Baku becoming 
more general. The candles sold on the northern markets are 
almost exclusively of Russian manufacture; those in the south 
of French, British, Belgian, and Dutch origin. Candles are sold 
retail in the bazaar at ‘Teheran in packets of five or six weighing 
about 1 lb. at 1:60 krans (nearly 63d.).

Paper.—At the present time there are no paper manufactories 
in Persia, consequently all supplies of this article have to be 
imported. The consumption of paper, it is said, is increasing 
daily, and Russian paper manufacturers find a splendid opening 
for their products. The commercial advantage of Russian paper 
over that of other nations lies in the cheaper transport rates and 
rapidity of delivery. 

The value of the imports of paper into Persia amounted to 
735,723 krans (12,900/.) in 1901-02 as compared with 728,533 
krans (12,800/.) in 1900-01. The principal importing countries 
are Russia, 449,856 krans (7,900/.); Austria-Hungary, 162,500 
krans (2,9001.) ; and the British Empire, 94,802 krans (1,7001.). 

Among the business opportunities offering some cl:ance of 
success in Persia, the paper trade, it is said, would yield substantial 
profits to manufacturers and merchants if properly directed. 
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THE STONE SUPPLY AND INDUSTRY OF ARGENTINA. 
Probable Opening for the Introduction of Machinery. 

The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, 
a copy of a report drawn up by H.M. Consul at Buenos Ayres 
regarding the stone supply and industry in Argentina, from 
which it appears that there is an opening for the profitable 
development of this particular class of business by the introduction 
of machinery. 

The report states that building in Buenos Ayres and in other 
towns of the Republic is mostly done with brick. 

The bricks are made in every part of the country, as a rule near 
to where they are to be used. They are of fair quality but 
irregular in shape, and have always to be plastered over. The 
plaster is often highly ornamented, occasionally by hand work, but 
more often by the use of wooden moulds, 

Iron columns, rafters and sills are largely used. 

For stair treads, balustrades, entrance halls and such places, 
slabs of white Italian marble are employed; 2,000 cubic metres of 
this are imported in one year. 

1,200 tons of encaustic tiles are imported in a year for floors, 
passages and such like. 

In recent years, and more particularly in the buildings erected 
by banks, railway companies, insurance and other public companies, 
it has become ‘customary to face or build the first six feet or so 
of a building with stone, usually granite, grey or red, plain or 
polished. 

The large use of brick is due to the florid style of ornamenta- 
tion in fashion, which requires a material that can be profusely 
decorated, and also to the fact that stone is scarce. As far as 
Buenos Ayres is concerned the nearest is at Tandil. It is granite, 
and is not suitable for elaborate sculpture, and therefore not avail- 
able even in cases where the heavy cost of cutting is not a matter 
of importance. 

From the neighbouring Republic of Uruguay, 160,000 tons of 
building stone are imported in a year, and also 20,000 tons of 
granite setts for street paving. his has the merit of being fairly 
cheap, as it is mostly water-borne. 

Other sources of stone are Cordoba, the stone from which pro- 
duces excellent lime; San Luis, which produces onyx and green 
marble; Hinojo, red granite and limestone; Balcarce, green 
granite, so-called ; the two mountain ranges in the south of the 
province of Buenos Ayres, one running trom Hinojo to Mar del 
Plata and the other from Puan to Pringles, which produce chiefly 
granite ; and the Atlas quarries in Chubut, which give a laminated 
porphyritis quartz, very suitable for paving. 

The stone output of the province of Buenos Ayres in 1901 was 
150,000 tons, of this 100,000 tons were granite, the remainder 
being limestone. 

The principal quarries are at Tandil. From these alone, in 
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1901, were taken 75,000 tons of granite, mostly grey, which has 
been largely used in the construction of the military port of 
Belgrano, and was found to be very serviceable. 

A small quantity has been used in public buildings in Buenos 
Ayres. - 

ie of the Tandil quarries is used exclusively by the Great 
Southern Railway to produce ballast for the line. 

The quarries at Tandil have been in operation since the railway 
was opened there in 1883. The work of quarrying has been easy, 
as it has been possible to supply the entire demand from surface 
stone which is of excellent quality. The stone can be got in large 
blocks. It is close grained and hard, but can be split evenly and 
easily by wedges and takes a high polish. 

The output from other quarries is insignificant as compared with 
that from Tandil. 

Quarrying and working of stone is done by hand and by primi- 
tive methods, so that the cost of the finished article has made it 
purely a luxury. Fashion, too, has been against the use of stone, 
and the general desire to get buildings up quickly, regardless of 
the quality of the material. Ideas are changing, and it is probable 
that, could the cost of production be reduced by the introduction 
of machinery or improved methods, the advantages of stone as a 
building material might be held to counterbalance the greater 
cheapness of brick. 


THE RUSSIAN MERCANTILE MARINE AND 
INTERNATIONAL TRADE. 


The British Commercial Agent in Russia reports that the official 
“ Commercial and Industrial Gazette” of St. Petersburg, of 9th/22nd 
November, publishes the following with reference to the Russian 
Mercantile Marine, trading in 1901 between Russia and foreign 
countries. The particulars given are from a paper read before the 
Imperial Navigation Society, by Mr. Tikhomiroff, member of the 
Society, who was specially commissioned to collect information on 
this subject. 

The goods imported into Russia by sea in 1901 amounted to 
246,000,000 ponds, or 3,965,766 tons, of which 25,000,000 pouds, 
or 403,025 tons, were carried on Russian, and 221,000,000 pouds, 
or 3,562,741 tons, on foreign vessels. 

The goods exported from Russia by sea amounted to 696,000,000 
pouds, or 11,220,216 tons, of which 38,000,000 pouds, or 612,598 
tons, were shipped on Russian, and 658,000,000 pouds, or 
10,607,618 tons on foreign vessels. 

Russian Customs statistics show that, of the total export by sea 
from Russia, Russian shipping carried 5 per cent. in 1898, 6 per 
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cent. in 1899, 5 per cent. in 1900, and 5 per cent. in 1901. It 
‘should be noted, too, that over 50 per cent. of the foreign shipping 
visiting Russian ports arrives in ballast. During the last 50 years 
‘the number of ships arriving in Russian ports under the Russian 
flag has fallen from 16°6 per cent. in 1850 to 14°5 in 1901, and 
from 15:1 per cent. tonnage in 1850 to 9°7 in 1901. 

In 1901 the number of Russian steamships engaged in foreign 
voyages amounted to 217. Of these, 172 (including 16 Finnish) 
- were engaged in the transport of goods, the remaining 45 carrying 
no merchandise whatever either way. 
__ The imports and exports on Russian vessels were thus distri- 
buted (mentioning, with the exception of the Port of Libau, only 
totals above 1,000,000 pouds, or 16,121 tons) :—

The steam fleet, flying the Russian flag, and engaged i in 1 foreign 
voyages in 1901, consisted of :— 

_ 69 goods steamers, 63,417 net tonnage; 50 passenger-goods, 
82,037 net tonnage ; 11 goods-passenger | and tugs, 1,129 net 
tonnage ; 22 passenger and passenger-mail, 32,477 net tonnage ; 
5 life-saving, ice-breakers and whalers, 2,171 net tonnage ; and 60 

others, about which there are no details, 54,901 net tonnage. 

Excluding the 60 last mentioned, of the remaining 157 steamers, 
only five were constructed in Russian yards, their combined 
tonnage being 4,038. The remaining 152 (tonnage 178,848) were 
built abroad, viz. :— 

In England, 110 steamers, 136,716 tonnage; Germany, 14 
steamers, 136,716* tonnage; Denmark, 8 steamers, 11,301 tonnage ; 
Sweden, 7 steamers, 4,719 tonnage; Austria, 6 steamers, 1,575 
tonnage; Scotland, 4 steamers, 7,208 tonnage; Holland, 2 
‘steamers, 163 tonnage ; and in Norway, 1 steamer, 49 tonnage. 

According to material of construction, the 157 steamships above- 
mentioned are classed in the following groups :—Steel 98, iron 57, 
and mixed 7. 

The date of construction of the same is as follows :— 

19 steamships built previous to 1870, 13 between 1870-1875, 
7 between 1875-1880, 16 between 1880-1885, 18 between 1885- 
1890, 23 between 1890-1895, 42 between 1895-1900, and 19 in 


1900-1901.

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With reference to the notice published on p. 560 of the ‘** Board 
of Trade Journal” for 20th March last, respecting the development 
of the Milan silk market, and to the notice on p. 225 of the 
* Journal” for 3lst July last, with regard to the French silk 
industry in 1901, a memorandum has been received from H.M. 
Consul at Lyons supplementing the information contained in his 
previous report. 

This memorandum states that the French silk industry dealt, in 
1901, with about 16,874,880 lbs. of silk of all sorts. This is 
3,031,600 lbs. in excess of 1900, but 2,309,120 lbs. less than 
in 1899. 

Of the 16,874,000 Ibs. dealt with, France kept for her own use last 
year 10,075,340 lbs. The difference represents the amount sold 
or resold abroad. 

The number of silkworm rearers in France fell off in 1901; the 
number of eggs for hatching purposes remained the same, but the 
cocoon production was below that of 1900, though maintaining 
the average of the last nine years. Sericulture is not making any 
progress in France. It remains a purely domestic industry. 
Properly organised silkworm establishments are few in number, 
and there seems no tendency to increase them. The total crop 
amounted to 18,592,945 lbs., of which 990,000 lbs. were kept for 
eggs. The remaining 174 million lbs. produced about 1,452,000 
lbs. in 1901. French silkworms’ eggs have, however, kept their 
good name on the foreign markets, and many of the French 
qualities have so good a reputation that they easily find a remune- 
rative market. 

In 1901, the French silk weaving industry dealt with 18,094,780 
Ibs. of fresh cocoons as against 22,338,800 lbs. in 1899. France 
does not produce sufficient cocoons to supply her own wants, and 
is obliged to import as much as 3,268,760 lbs. 

The weaving in France was carried on under favourable con- 
ditions in 1901. Raw material was cheap, the price of silk went 
up about 7 per cent. during the busy times, and the prices of 
the finished article were good. But the industry suffered from 
the paucity of labour, and wages had an upward tendency. 

As regards the silk throwing industry, waste silk weaving has 
for the past two years been unsatisfactory, though work has not 
been wanting. ‘The production of waste silk was considerable in 
1901, and about 4} millions of lbs. were used in weaving. ‘l'his 
is the highest recorded quantity ever used. 

There are in France a certain number of centres devoted to the 
silk trade. Their production for 1901 is estimated at 22,000,0001. ; 
of this sum, Lyons contributed 17,580,0001.; St. Etienne, with its 
ribbons and velvets, 3,760,000/.; Picardy, 241,200/.; Nimes and 
Tours, with silk stuffs, silk thread, tulles, lace, and trimmings, 
contributed the remainder. As regards Lyons, the production in 
1901 was slightly inferior to that of 1900 in value, but although 
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the value in 1901 was about 10 per cent. less than in the preced- 
ing year, yet, as far as weight and yardage are concerned, the 
quantity was greater. The kinds of stuff that have shown a falling- 
off were tissues of plain, pure silk, 5 per cent.; figured silk, 20 
per cent. ; plain unions, 9 per cent. ; figured unions, 18 per cent. ; 
representing a deficit of 942,000/. This falling-off is entirely 
confined to rich stuffs, plain silks, plain figured silks, or silks 
mixed with cotton or wool, fine union velvets, &c., owing to the 
fact that, for some years past, fashion has deserted rich silk stuffs. 

Lyons has, however, derived some benefit as a set-off to the 
decrease that has been noted in rich materials, in the very con- 
siderable production of light tissues for dress trimmings, fashionable 
novelties, &c. 


TARIFF CHANGES 
AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 


UNITED KINGDOM. 


The Board of Customs have issued a General Order (No. 93/1902), 
dated the 17th ult., notifying that on and after 


the 1st January, 1903, British manufactured 
tobacco in legal (other than tobacco 
Suenahess of made in a bonded Cavendish factory), including 
cigars, cigarettes and snuff, intended for direct 
for Exportation shipment as merchandise on drawback, may be 
on Duatiieds. sampled and weighed at a licensed tobacco 


manufacturer’s premises and be removed thence 
under bond to any port in the United Kingdom approved by the 
Board for the importation of tobacco. 

The regulations under which this concession is allowed may be 
consulted by persons interested on application at the offices of the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Bourd of Trade, 50, Parlia- 
ment Street, S.W., on any day between the hours of 10 a.m. and 
5 p.m. (except Saturday, when the Branch closes at 1 p.m.). 


A General Order (No. 95/1902) has been issued by the Board of 
Customs for the guidance of Customs officials, 


a ap le relative to the question of the kind of operation 
ieestieniie ai which can be held to constitute a process of 
Exportation preparation when applied to articles mentioned 
lie in the First Schedule to the Finance Act, 1902, 


and hence to qualify them for Drawback on 


Schedule II. of : 
Finance Act, a under the Second Schedule to that 


1902. The Board of Customs apprehend that a 
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process of preparation may vary both in nature and extent, 
according to the trade necessity, or to meet a particular market 
for which the goods are intended. It is impossible for them to 
lay down any definite rule for determining whether a particular 
operation is or is not a process of preparation, within the meaning 
of the Act; but they instance the following as some of the 
processes of treatment or manipulation which will be accepted as 
‘entitling goods subjected thereto to Drawback. on exportation 
under the Second Schedule to the Act :— 

Mixing to produce a certain definite quality ; 

Repacking in larger or smaller packages ; 

Removing damaged portions by sifting or otherwise ; 

Cleaning ; 

Re-bagging ; 
and generally such other operations (apart from the mere addition 
or substitution of marks on packages) as are actually necessary to 
prepare goods for a foreign market, for which, in the absence of 
such treatment, they would be unsuitable. 

In all cases of claims under this Order a Declaration by the 
exporter will be required on the Shipping Bill that the goods have 
undergone a process of manufacture or preparation in the United 
Kingdom. 

This Order will be effective as from the 7th May last inclusive, 
but all claims for past shipments must be completed within one 
month from the date of the present Order. 


BRITISH INDIA. 


The Board of Trade have received a Customs circular (No. 17 of 

1902), which has been recently issued by the 

potting Government of India, under which the import 

Fuel duty in India on petroleum, having its flashing 

: point at or above 150 degrees Fahrenheit, is 

reduced to 5 per cent. ad valorem, provided it is proved to the 

satisfaction of the Customs collector that it is intended to be used 
exclusively as fuel. 


CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 


With reference to the notice published on p. 499 of the “ Beard 
Revised Transit of Trade Journal” for 11th December last, 
Rates respecting transit rates on goods passing 

, through Natal, the Board of Trade have now 


received a copy of a Government notice (No. 794 of 1902) as 
regards the imposition of transit rates on goods going through the 
Cape of Good Hope. 

The present Cape Government notice repeals Government notice 
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No. 303 of 1901 from 7th November, 1902, while it, at the same 
time, re-imposes the transit rates previously in force (i.c., those 
imposed by 303 of 1901), excepting that the same articles as were 
enumerated in the Natal notice already referred to may now be 
imported into Cape Colony for removal to places outside the 
Customs Union, free of duty, instead of being subject to a 
duty of 3 per cent. ad valorem. 

A copy of the present notice (No. 794 of 1902), re-imposing 
rates under No. 303 of 1901, may be seen by persons interested 
on application to the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade, 50, Parliament Street, 8.W., any day between 
the hours of 10 am. and 5 p.m. (except Saturday, when the 
Branch closes at 1 p.m.).

Kalicz Railway. Kalicz Railway, a recent despatch from 

H.M. Consul-General at Warsaw on the 
subject of this railway, which was opened for traffic pro- 
visionally on the 15th November, states that the original 
intention was, and still is, that the line should connect with the 
German railway system at the frontier, some four miles beyond 
Kalicz, but as the German and Russian Governments have not 
been able to come to an understanding as to where the transfer 
and Customs examination of the goods is to take place, the line for 
the present only runs as far as Kalicz. It is hoped and expected 
however, that this check will be overcome very shortly when the 
line will become of international importance, as well as of use in 
opening up the rich district between Lodz and Kalicz, which has 
hitherto been entirely without railway communication. 

At present only one passenger and one goods train are sent, at a 
very slow pace, each way every day, as the construction of the line 
is not complete, but by the spring all is expected to be in order. 

The line runs for the most part parallel to the old high road 
from Warsaw to Kalicz, passing through, or rather by, Blonie, 
Sochaczew, Lowicz, Glowno, Strykow, Zgierz, Lodz, Pabjanice, 
Lask, Zdunska, Wola, Sieradz, and Opatowek. The whole length 
of the line is 236 versts, or 158 miles, but, including sidings, 
double line at stations, &c., there are 324 versts, or 216 miles. 
The most important station on the new line is Lodz, where the 
central engine depét and the principal sheds are to be situated. 

The Consul-General adds that at present the new railway will 
do little more than give increased communication with the rest of 
Russia, but so. soon as through communication is arranged with 
Germany, Kalicz will become of great importance, not only as the 
point at which all goods passing to or from Germany to Russia are 
transferred from the one gauge of railway to the other and pass 
through the Customs, but also as the place where, owing to proximity 
to the frontier, the cost of importation of raw materials will be 
reduced to a minimum, and an impulse will thus be given to local 
manufacture. 

Industry at Kalicz, the Consul-General continues, now consists 
principally of some large cloth works, a dozen or more cambric 
embroidery works, three piano factories, a couple of breweries, and 
a variety of smaller factories and works, including an iron foundry. 


MADAGASCAR. 

In a recent despatch to the Foreign Office, H.M. Consul at 
“(ihedaliteiia Tamatave calls attention to the inauguration 
Con a jas of’ by the Governor-General of Madagascar, on the 

Transport.

The line, adds the Consul, 
is very well laid, and does great credit to the military engineers 
under whose directions the line has been conceived and established. 

In the same despatch the Consul states that the ‘ Messageries 
Frangaises de Madagascar” have now the contract for passengers 
and goods between Tamatave and Mahatsara, and have considerably 
improved not only their material, but keep the “ Pengalaues,” or 
cuttings between the lakes, deep and clean by means of dredgers, 
so that travelling now between Tamatave and Mahatsara is not 
only much cheaper than formerly, but, if not actually pleasant, at 
any rate easy and rapid; for it now takes four days to go to 
Antananarivo—by rail to Ivondrona, then by steam launch to 
Mahatsara, and from that point in coach or “ pousse-pousse” by 
road to the capital. It is now possible to go from Tamatave to 
Antananarivo for 8/. or 10/., while formerly by chair and bearers it 
used to cost at least from 40/. to 501. and took at least seven days. 

‘The road from Mahatsara to Antananarivo has caused an economic 
revolution in Madagascar ; for, before the road was opened. a ton 
of goods carried by men from Tamatave to the capital used to cost 
1,000 francs, or 491., while at present these same goods are taken 
up much quicker and much safer by rail, steam launch, and by 
carts for 400 francs, or 161. ; and there is no doubt that when the 
railway shall have been opened up to Antananarivo, which, if funds 
are provided, will be in two years, the rate of carriage will be reduced 
by one-half.

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JAMAICA. 


In the report for 1901-02 on Jamaica, recently issued by the 

Colonial Office, it is stated that the supply of 

Coal Trade. coal to that island is passing to the United 

States owing to differences both in freight and 

cost. The superiority of English steam coal is not sufficiently 

pronounced to countervail this tendency. Welsh coal has been 

recently imported for the Government railway, but the results have 

been unsatisfactory and the experiment has proved too costly to be 
repeated, so long as American coal remains at its normal price.

RUSSIA—SIBERIA. 


In the course of an article dealing with the Great Siberian Rail- 
way, the “Journal de St. Pétersbourg” of the 

Coal Deposits. 18th November/lst December, quoting from 
the “ Messager Officiel,” states that one of the 

articles destined to play an ‘important part in the traffic of that 
railway is coal, of which 1,295,242 pouds were carried in 1900, 
as compared with 438,147 pouds in 1899 and 428,209 pouds in 
1898. The article goes on to say that these figures are relatively 
insignificant, but it is interesting to note that the production of 
coal in Siberia is rapidly developing, especially in the districts 
traversed by the railway. In 1900 the production was 20,000,000 
pouds, of which 18,000,000 pouds were used as fuel on the railway. 
It is said that a large number of coal deposits are found in 
Siberia, in various districts, those in the valley of Kouznetskaia, in 
the Tomsk Province, between the Altai mountains and the Salair 
chain being particularly rich. The most remarkable deposits as 
regards the quality of the coal are said to be those of the 
Mazalovka, Kitat, and Altchédat basins, near Soudjenka station. 
In 1900 these deposits produced more than 5,000,000 pouds of 
coal. In Eastern Siberia, amongst the deposits of coal discovered 
and worked up to the present, the most important are those of 


Tchéremkhovo in the district of Balagany, Province of Irkutsk, © 


Ekibas-Touz in the Sémipolatinsk Territory, and those of the 
districts of Yenisseisk, and Irkutsk, and of the Akmolinsk 
Territory. 
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ITALY.

“ local dealers at Naples, a further despatch has 
been received from H.M. Consul at. that port pointing out that bis 
remarks did not refer to certain important firms who have their 
own staff to receive and clear their ships, but to dealers who 
have secured the confidence of British merchants, and obtain 

control of cargoes without paying for them. 

The Consul adds that he is still of opinion that British firms 
dealing with receivers of whose trustworthiness they are not sure, 
are far safer in dealing with them through agents than in dealing 
direct. 


YARNS AND TEXTILES. 
PERSIA. 

In a recent report to the Foreign Office, the Acting British Consul- 
British Trade General at Meshed states that, in view of the 
great demand for piece-goods and textile 

with Khorassan brig: which the figures for Russian imports 
in Pleco-goods clearly show to be existing in Khorassan 

and Yarns. and Sistan, the value of British woollen and 
cotton piece-goods imported during 1901-02, viz., 34,418/., is 
disappointingly low. Merchants dealing in these goods explain, 
however, that the bounty system enables the Russian traders to sell 

Russian cotton piece-goods so cheaply that they regard it as only a 

question of time for the British article to be driven from the 

Khorassan markets. The prospects in the woollen piece-goods 

trade are said to be somewhat better, and a fair business was done 

in these goods during 1901-02. The high rate of camel hire on the 

Bundar Abbas route rendered profit-making in both kinds of 

business more difficult than usual. 

' The same causes which militated against success in the cotton 

piece-goods trade injuriously affected the yarn trade during 1901-02. 

Tt is moreover to be feared that the demand for this article will 

never regain its former proportions. The Russian bounty-fed 

manufacturer has again stepped in and captured a branch of trade 
which has been hitherto practically a British monopoly. He has 
manufactured a striped print which so closely resembles a cloth 
formerly much in use among the Turkomans and Kurds, and which 

was locally made from dyed Indian yarn, and sells it at so cheap a 

rate, that it has completely supplanted the latter. The local yarn 

cloth industry has, in consequence, ceased to exist, and with it a 


’ large part of the demand for Indian yarn. The value of the yarn 
~ imported during the year was 7,2001.

LEEWARD ISLANDS. 


In the report on the Leeward Islands recently issued by the 
, Colonial Office, reference is made to the sugar 
ap en experiment stations in Antigua and St. Kitts 
i ha where experiments are being carried on in 

order to select and introduce into local cultivation the most 
productive varieties of sugar cane, and also by experiment to 
ascertain the manurial requirements of the sugar cane under the 
special conditions prevailing in various localities. ‘I'he station in 
Antigua for the experimental cultivation of various economic 
plants other than sugar cane, ¢.g., yams, sweet potatoes, eddoes, 
guinea corn, corn (maize), beans, cotton, and a variety of other 
products is also alluded to, as well as the botanic stations in all 
the islands where are conducted experiments with, and experi- 
mental cultivations of, various plants adapted to local conditions, 
either with the object of improving the cultivation of established 
kinds, or of introducing improved varieties, or of introducing 
entirely new plants with the hope of establishing new industries. 

The West India Bulletin or Journal of the Imperial Department 
of Agriculture, published monthly, and the “ Agricultural News,” 
published fortnightly, afford much information concerning : the 
work of the Department in the Leeward Islands and elsewhere ; 
while the numerous reports and pamphlets issued are read. with 
interest by those who are engaged in the industries touched apon. 
‘Lhe establishment in each Presidency of a centre where information 
can be obtained on agricultural and kindred subjects, is prod pative 
of much good and tends to foster improvements. 

- The growth of pineapples in Antigua, tobacco in St. Kitts, 
cacao in Nevis, and onions in Antigua, is being stimulated, and in 
several of the Presidencies there have been enquiries as to the 
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possibility of establishing a cotton industry to replace sugar 
in the poorer districts. Experiments are in progress by the 
Department of Agriculture and by private persons with the view 
of ascertaining whether cotton will prove remunerative, and what 
varieties will be most profitable ; and on some estates in St. Kitts 
important steps have been taken with a view to the substitution of 
cotton for sugar. A small cotton gin for experimental purposes 
has been procured for Antigua, and it is in contemplation to 
procure gins for some of the other Presidencies. 


GERMANY. 


According to statistics published in the “ Reichsanzieger,” the 

uantity of raw sugar produced in Germany 
Sugar Production. ioniog the period from Ist August to 30th 

November last, being the first four months 
of the 1902-3 sugar campaign, was 1,134,122 metric tons as 
compared with 1,337,532 tons produced during the corresponding 
four months of the previous sugar campaign. The quantity of 
refined sugar produced increased from 449,706 metric tons during 
the period, August to November, 1901, to 481,836 metric tons 
during the period, August to November, 1902. The number of 
sugar factories engaged in working up raw beet in the German 
Customs Union in November, 1902, was 389, as compared with 
395 in November, 1901, whilst the quantity of raw beet used 
during the month amounted to 4,899,680 metric tons as compared 
with 5,497,702 metric tons. 


ITALY. 


According to the “ Bolletino Ufficiale” (the official organ of the 

Italian Ministry of Agriculture, Industry and 
Sugar Production. Commerce) of the 3rd ult., the number of beet 

sugar factories in Italy in the year 1901-02 were 
33, an increase of 5 over the previous year. These factories 
produced in 1901-02 74,208,920 kilogs. of sugar, valued at 
49,951,607 lire, as compared with 60,125,409 kilogs., valued at 
40,404,257 lire in 1900-61. Ofthe 33 factories 21 are in North 
Italy (8 in Venice, 2 in Lombardy, 2 in Piedmont and 9 in 
Emilia), and 12 in Central Italy (4 in Rome, 3 in Tuscany, 2 in 
Umbria, 2 in Latium and 1 in Marcha). The greatest producing 
factory was that of Bologna with 6,192,651 kilogs. Of those 
tactories producing less than 1,000,000 kilogs, that of Cecena (Pisa) 
produced 402,369 kilogs., that of Valmontone (Latium) 900,533 
kilogs., and that of San Giorgio Nogaro 926,752 kilogs. The 
factory at Alessandria produced 1,000,000 kilogs., and all the others 
produced over 1,000,000 kilogs.

RUSSIA. 


The British Commercial Agent in Russia reports that the 
“Commercial and Industrial Gazette” (St. 


Petersburg), of 14/27th November, describing

“ Representatives of Russian Exchange Committees, pointing to 
the competition of Germany, Great Britain, and the United States, 
in the markets of China, and to the ‘ complete absence of organisa- 
tion of Russian trade in the Far East,’ expressed the opinion that

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‘without extensive encouragement in the form of Jarge export 
bounties, it was not worth while even considering the profitless 
subject of the organisation of Russian trade in the Far East.’ 

“ These pessimistic prophecies were not shared by representatives 
of the Chinese Eastern (Manchurian) Railway, the State railways, 
and particularly the Riazan-Ural railway, though the last-menticned 

ve an unfavourable account of the present conditions of Russo- 

inese trade. 

“ Representatives of the Manchurian railway declared that the 
present was the critical moment for pushing Russian industry in 
Eastern markets, and that the Manchurian railway authorities 
would grant every possible encouragement by way of much reduced 
freight, tariffs, loans, &c 

“The representative of the Riazan-Ural railway, stated that he 
had just concluded an exhaustive study of the conditions of Russian 
trade in the Far East. This study had convinced him that at 
present these conditions were ‘‘very distressing and the results 
deplorable,” but this need not always be so. Russian steamship 
companies have to maintain very high freights, chiefly from the 
absence of return cargoes. This is owing to the great bulk of 
colonial goods being ordered by Russian merchants from Hamburg, 
London, and other western markets. With proper organisation 
the return cargoes might be attracted to the Russian flag, and 
among them such valuable commodities as tea, coffee, leather, 
cotton, pepper, &c. 

“ As regards Russian goods, they are at present too dear and too 
good for the Chinese and Japanese, Germany and other countries 
competing with cheaper articles. Russian sugar, for instance, is 

‘better than German but dearer. The same with regard to Russian 
cotton textiles, which are better and more durable than German. 
But the purchasing capacity of the Japanese and Chinese is 
increasing, and their requirements as regards quality are likewise 
extending. Now, therefore, is the best moment to push Russian 
products, and so drive out cheap German articles.”

The Acting Consul-General remarks that it may safely be said 
that the value of British imports by the three last-mentioned 
routes in the above table is considerably higher than the value 
there stated, as the Customs’ authorities at Meshed have no means 
of ascertaining the proportion of the imports and exports declared 
at these places which pertains to the trade of Khorassan and Sistan. 
An attempt, however, has been made to arrive at the approximate 
value of the imports by ascertaining from British firms and 
Persian merchants trading with British possessions who use these 
routes the value of the goods imported by them during 1901-02, 
and by embodying the result in the statistics obtained from the 
new Persian Customs Department. 

In view of the enormous difficulties which British traders have 
to contend with in getting their goods to Khorassan, where the 
best trade centres are situated, the total value of the trade 
in 1901—02, is far from being a contemptible figure. The 
share of Russia of the trade of 1901-02 accounted for by the 
Customs statistics was 646,398/., and of Afghanistan, 88,0041. 
The favourable geographical position of Russia, and the bounty 
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system followed by her Government, are the chief causes of the 
preponderance of Russian trade in Khorassan. To what lengths 
this bounty system is carried may be judged from the fact that 
the price of Russian sugar in Ashkabad is double the price for 
which it sells in Khorassan. Russian trade preponderance is, 
however, confined to Khorassan, as practically the entire foreign 
mona 4 Sistan is in British hands.

The one-inch map can 
also be procured at the same price in black and white, showing 
outline and contours; or in outline, with hills printed either in 
black or brown: the outline map has recently been revised. These 
maps are not only useful for general topographical purposes, but 
should also prove serviceable to cyclists pin, pedestrians, since they 
show all roads, indicating their character, and whether metalled or 
not, footpaths, hills, rivers, towns, villages, railway stations, and 
local boundaries. 

Combined one-inch outline maps have also been published of 
Bath, Birmingham, Bournemouth, Bradford, Brighton and Worth- 
ing, Bristol, Chatham, Clovelly, Derby, Dorchester and Portland, 
Gloucester and Cheltenham, Huddersfield, Leeds, Leicester, 
Liverpool, London, Manchester, Nottingham, Plymouth, Rugby, 
Sheffield and the Peak, Warrington, Warwick and Leamington, 
Weymouth, Winchester, Aberdeen, Dundee, Glasgow, the Isle of 
Wight, the Lake District of England, the New Forest, and 
South-East Kent. Additional maps are in course of preparation.
